Searching for a cure, together. 
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Father John Lenihan and Me 


Recently released personnel files on one of OC’s most notorious pedo-priests reminds our Mexican In Chief why 
we’ve covered the Orange diocese sex-abuse scandal nonstop for a decade—and will continue

T he release of the personnel file 
of John Lenihan, a pedophile 
priest who molested teenage 
girls at St. Norbert Catholic Church 
in Orange in the 1970s, happened this 
past November with a resounding thud. 
Few people seemed to care that its 268 
pages further confirmed what the vast 
majority of Orange County doesn’t 
want to acknowledge: that the Diocese 
of Orange is a pedophile-protection 
racket that’s the envy of NAMBLA. 

No one raised a fuss that those docu¬ 
ments showed that diocesan leaders 
knew Lenihan molested girls, and yet 
they promoted him in 1988 to the role 
of consultor (adviser to a bishop) in 
the middle of an “investigation”—I use 
quotation marks because this was the 
same case they had confirmed a decade 
earlier. And that letter buried in the 
files, the one written by attorney Peter 
Callahan in 1991 that has him blast¬ 
ing a woman who had bravely stepped 
forward to tell the world of her sexual 
abuse at the hands of Lenihan and men¬ 
tal abuse by the diocesan hierarchy—the 
one in which he vilifies her for going to 
the press for “actions ... more vindic¬ 
tive than healing”? The public didn’t 
spend their holidays demanding that 
Orange Bishop Kevin Vann boot the bum 
out, as Callahan is still legal counsel for 
the diocese. 

The Lenihan file release came on the 
anniversary of two important celebra¬ 
tions for me: the 10th year since the 
Weekly started covering the Diocese of 
Orange sex-abuse scandal, and the 25th 
anniversary of my First Communion 
at St. Boniface Church in Anaheim. 

The priest that presided over this most 
important of sacraments? Lenihan. 

And it’s this personal connection to 
the monster that has fueled my fusil¬ 
lades over the years against the snake- 
tongued guardians of my faith—and has 
taught me not only that few people care 
to listen (as evidenced by the non-news 
of the Lenihan file), but also that that’s 
the reason to report. 

My memories of Lenihan are limited. 

I remember his physical presence—tall, 
with light brown hair and a prominent 
birthmark on his face. I can’t remember 
if he spoke with an Irish brogue, but I 
do remember all of us Mexicans loving 
him because he spoke Spanish. Imag¬ 
ine that, my young mind thought at the 
time, a gabacho who knew our language! 
Lenihan was crucial to my formation as 
a Catholic, his passion for the Gospel 
guiding the young me on the road to 
Catholicism’s great parts: the caring for 
the poor and reviled, the fight against 
evil, the fidelity toward God. 

I do vividly remember the furor that 


bubbled up when Lenihan’s molesting 
ways came to light. Few parishioners 
believed our Padre Juan would do such 
sins, so the rumors quickly rose: The 
woman accusing Father John was a 
whore, an extortionist, a liar. These 
excuses continued even after Lenihan 
finally admitted he did, in fact, molest 
the girl, at which point a new narra¬ 
tive emerged: It happened so long ago, 
why should anyone care anymore? 

This sentiment is best expressed in 
Lenihan’s files, in a private 1991 memo 
by Lawrence Baird, the longtime com¬ 
munications director for the Orange 
diocese who still ministers at Our Lady 
of Mount Carmel in Newport Beach. 
“Are those with objections without any 
awareness of their own failings?” he 
wrote, angry The Orange County Regis¬ 
ter had just exposed the diocese’s pedo- 
protecting ways. “Father Lenihan has 
been an exemplary parish priest. Ask 
the parishioners!” 

Lenihan’s apologists shook my faith, 
but I was told then to get over it, that 
Father John “had a problem” and to 
leave things be. When he left St. Boni¬ 
face in 1995,1 figured church leaders 
had done the right thing and banned 
Lenihan from the priesthood, so I gave 
him little thought afterward. Boy, was I 
wrong: Not only did the Orange diocese 
transfer him to St. Edward the Confes¬ 
sor in Dana Point, but incoming bishop 
Tod D. Brown also reappointed Lenihan 
as a consultor. I wouldn’t find any of this 
out, though, until 2001, when Brown 
finally removed him—not for molesting 
girls, but for admitting to Los Angeles 
Times columnist Steve Lopez that he 
had multiple consensual sexual relation¬ 
ships with adult women as a priest. So 
diddling teen girls was fine—but hav¬ 
ing relations with adult women wasn’t? 
Heckuva job, Brownie! 

This background served as my fuel 
when I finally began covering the scan¬ 
dal, a spark about which I’ve previously 
written (see “The Year In Keeping the 
Faith,” Dec. 30, 2004). Thinking of Leni¬ 
han and how so many protected him 
would enrage me and get me through 
spells when I thought no one other than 
sex-abuse survivors cared about our 
coverage. But the path toward the Truth 
is a lonely one, so I’m one of the guilty 
ignorants when it comes to the Lenihan 
file: A sex-abuse survivor forwarded 
it to me in November (released by the 
law offices of Ray Boucher, who has 
represented hundreds of pedo-priest 
victims), and I didn’t get around to read¬ 
ing it until last week. Me a decade ago 
would’ve been all over it immediately; 
now, I have no excuse other than melan¬ 
choly fatigue. 



Because, as I look back at our decade 
of coverage, I see it’s one giant failure. 
Although Orange County may have a new 
bishop in Vann, he has yet to exile any of 
the men who let Lenihan roam all those 
years. Lenihan, meanwhile, never served 
any prison time for his crimes and is now 
happily married, living in South County 
and still beloved by his former parishio¬ 
ners. The Diocese of Orange grows, more 
money rushes in—and sex-abuse survi¬ 
vors are told the past is the past and get 
out of the way of progress. 

It’s a depressing reality, one that got 
me down when I realized all the bomb¬ 
shells in the Lenihan file would make 
little difference. Then I see the picture 
on the cover this week: me at my First 
Communion. It has greeted me every 
time I open my main binder on the 
Diocese of Orange sex-abuse scandal. 

I keep it there for a couple of reasons; 
among them, it reminds me there was 


a time in my life when I didn’t wear 
glasses, as well as that my forehead has 
always been that big. But when I look at 
my young self, I’m also reminded I was 
lucky to never suffer abuse by a priest, 
unlike too many Latino boys my age in 
Orange County during the 1980s and 
1990s. I’m reminded that, even in my 
youth, I was right to be revolted about 
this scandal while the vast majority of 
Catholics didn’t have a problem. 

And I’m reminded anew why we cover 
the Orange diocese sex-abuse scandal: 
Whether the revelations happened last 
week or 30 years ago, whether those 
in charge are still around or dead, it’s 
Orange County’s worst-ever crime, one 
in which justice is nowhere near served. 
OC doesn’t care about Lenihan any¬ 
more—and that’s why we write and will 
continue to do so until God calls us to 
our reward, whatever it may be.

Searching for a cure, together. 
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A remote Arizona church, whose founder communed with LSD guru 
Timothy Leary, offers followers peyote-induced psychedelic trips 


A tall, heavy-set man with 
shaggy blond hair and 
straight-cropped bangs 
stands in the middle of an 
empty gravel parking lot. He looks 
around aimlessly hands shoved in 
his pockets. 

When he sees a car pulling up, he 
turns, hands still stuffed in his pock¬ 
ets, and hurries over to a small build¬ 
ing with a satellite on the roof and a 
serape covering the door. 

“Someone’s here,” he says into the 
darkened building. 

A minute later, a small, wiry man 
wearing tight, black yoga pants, a 
fanny pack and a baseball cap pulled 


over a graying ponytail appears in 
the doorway and moves across the 
lot with a mountain goat’s spring in 
his step. 

“Hello, I’m Matthew,” he says, 
a grin touching the corners of his 
mouth. “Welcome to Peyote Way.” 

This is Matthew Kent, one of 
the two primary spiritual leaders 
of Peyote Way Church of God near 
Safford, Arizona. On this afternoon, 
“Rabbi” Kent has just finished an 
interview with two filmmakers from 
California who are working on a 
documentary about his church. The 
blond man wandering around the 
property, he says, is preparing for 


one of the church’s “spirit walks.” 

In the distance, the peak of Mount 
Graham, a Western Apache holy site, 
is dusted with snow. 

Although not a house of worship 
in the traditional sense—there’s no 
steeple, no ornate architecture, no 
flowing robes or pulpit—Peyote Way 
is, in fact, a church. It was founded 
based on the beliefs of Peyotism, a 
Native American religion that uses 
the hallucinogen peyote as a sacra¬ 
ment and combines the teachings of 
various other mainstream organized 
religions—including Christianity, 
Judaism, Buddhism, Mormonism, 
Hinduism and Islam—in its doctrine.

The church’s 160-acre property—where 
Kent, his partner, Anne Zapf, and two of 
the couple’s three children call home—is 
largely undeveloped. There are a few rus¬ 
tic buildings, a pottery studio, and two or 
three small trailers clustered around an 
empty swimming pool in the main lot. The 
place resembles a commune or a hostel 
more than a church. 

It’s hard to believe that people from 
across the United States and as far away as 
Korea, Russia and Afghanistan come to the 
scrub-brush southeastern Arizona desert 
searching, as Kent says, for enlightenment, 
God or simply a reconnection with nature. 
But they do—maybe because, according to 
Kent, it’s the only place in the country that 
does what it does. 

K ent and the “Reverend” Zapf are 
hippies—an endangered breed 
straight out of the counterculture 
movement of the ’60s and ’70s. 
They maintain a vegetarian diet, don’t 
drink alcohol, and are lean and healthy- 
looking. As 60-year-olds, they easily could 
pass for people in their early 50s. Their 
three children were born at Peyote Way 
and are in their late 20s or early 30s. 
Joseph, the couple’s middle child, lives in 
Sedona and sells church pottery. 

Kent and Zapf say they adhere to their 
old counterculture’s main tenets—peace, 
love and the use of mind-altering drugs 
to expand consciousness—to survive in 
today’s consumer culture. 

Peyote, one of the most powerful and 
rarest natural hallucinogens, is key to the 
church’s spiritual practice. The holy sacra¬ 
ment peyote (Lophophora williamsii) is a 
spineless cactus native to the Rio Grande 
Valley of southeastern New Mexico and 
Texas, as well as to north-central Mexico. 

Anybody who has read Carlos Cas¬ 
taneda’s books has an idea of what peyote 
is. A UCLA anthropology student turned 
prominent mysticism author, Castaneda 
documented his experiences ingesting 
peyote. His first book, The Teachings of 
Don Juan, was published in 1968. At Peyote 
Way, visitors get a version of the experi¬ 
ences Castaneda wrote about. 

But Kent warns that coming to Peyote 
Way with expectations is a recipe for 
disappointment. “It’s hard to come here 
without expectations, but the more you 
can tamp them down the better,” Kent 
says. “When you read Carlos Castaneda or 
hear about somebody else’s peyote experi¬ 
ence, well, that was their peyote experi¬ 
ence. Your peyote experience is going to 
be absolutely yours.” 

Each year, about 120 to 140 people visit 
the church, which requires visitors to 
become members with a suggested dona¬ 
tion of $200 to $300 each, including a one¬ 
time membership fee of $50. This qualifies 
new adherents for an eventual spirit walk. 
(All of this is outlined on the church’s web¬ 
site, www.peyoteway.org.) The church’s 
annual income totaled about $60,000 for 
2012, and the pottery business brought in 
about $30,000, Zapf says. 

“Essentially, the way it’s done here is that 
[people] make appointments with Anne, 
and they come here and fast for a day—we 
sort of get to know them and figure out if 
they’re ready for the experience,” Kent says. 


Kent says mentally ill individuals are 
turned away, and people with physical dis¬ 
abilities are required to stay near the com¬ 
pound’s main house while taking peyote. 
Determining a person’s physical condition 
is a judgment call by Zapf and Kent. 

Zapf and Kent’s children had their first 
spirit walks when they were 14 years old. 

“I figure if you’re old enough to make 
babies, then you’re old enough to know the 
truth of life and spend some time in reflec¬ 
tion about who you are and what you want 
to be in this life,” Kent says. 

Those who venture into the middle of 
nowhere to find Peyote Way get a tour of its 
grounds, after which they are given a place 
to stay for the night so they can fast. The next 
day, they pick out one of the three spots on 
the property, each with a rustic lean-to and 
a fire pit, where they will spend the second 
night drinking the church’s peyote mixture. 

“When it comes time for the spirit walk, 
Annie will measure 21 grams of peyote—it’s 
the reputed weight of the soul—then boiling 
water is poured over it,” Kent says. “The 
mixture really is more gruel than a tea.” 

In general, Zapf says, visitors report having 
three different types of reactions to drinking 
the potion: They get sick all night and noth¬ 
ing happens; they are sick half the night, and 
then the most amazing things happen; or it is 
wonderful from beginning to end. 

“The first four hours are the most physi¬ 
cal, as the tea has a challenging taste, and 
ingestion of it can cause nausea,” she says. 
“The next four hours are critical, as fear 
and nausea compete with the rational, 
curious mind. At this point, one can sur¬ 
render to the experience or succumb to 
fear and fight it all the way.” 

The taste of peyote is notoriously bad, 
and drinking the mixture is a lengthy and 
arduous process. Most visitors don’t make 
it through an entire quart-size container, 
says Kent. They typically vomit. 

“Let’s just get it straight from the begin¬ 
ning: Peyote is not a recreational substance; 
it’s a re-creational substance,” says Kent, who 
sees peyote as a medicinal plant that can be 
used for psychological and physical healing. 

Church members who have participated 
in a spirit walk typically refer to peyote as 
“medicine” rather than a drug. One such 
member, Dr. Joe Tafur, an integrative fam¬ 
ily physician in Phoenix and co-founder 
of Nihue Rao Centro Espiritual healing 
center in Peru, says he learned of Peyote 
Way from an old article about the church. 
He subsequently decided to experience a 
spirit walk and has since participated in 
seven such psychedelic journeys. 

“The average person can benefit from 
the spirit walk,” says Tafur via email cor¬ 
respondence from the Amazon, where he 
works at his Nihue Rao foundation. “The 
spirit walk offers an opportunity for pro¬ 
found spiritual healing.” 

Long-term, repeated use of peyote is safe, 
he says. He cites John Halpern’s Harvard- 
affiliated study on it as evidence of the cac¬ 
tus’ safeness. “In my experience, it allows 
for healing of the subconscious and deep 
emotional traumas that often evade allo¬ 
pathic and psychological approaches,” Tafur 
says. “Healing of the mind and spirit then 
allows for a number of physiological ben¬ 
efits through mind-body connections, pri¬ 
marily through psychoneuroimmunologic 
and psychoneuroendocrine connections.” 

Another church member, Robert 
McDermott, a former technology worker 


at UC San Diego, says he has experienced 
15 spirit walks. He embarked on one of his 
earliest in an attempt to overcome anxiety 
related to a “serious illness.” 

Says McDermott, “The medicine was 
difficult for me to take, and I became very 
[nauseated]. Then [after about an hour], I 
began seeing my anxieties and my fears of 
death associated with my illness for what 
they were. My anxieties were preventing 
me from being present with my family and 
friends. I found a place of profound grati¬ 
tude for my life as it was.” 

He says he wouldn’t be alive today “if it 
were not for this sacred medicine.” 

The church’s late founder and Kent’s 
teacher, the Reverend Immanuel 
Pardeahtan Trujillo, started using peyote 
as a way to treat himself for post-traumatic 
stress disorder that resulted from his com¬ 
bat in World War II, according to Kent. 

Far-fetched as it may sound, Kent credits 
peyote with reversing his vasectomy—after 
which he and Zapf had their three children. 

mound of stones and gravel 
draped with an American flag and 
surrounded by discarded cattle 
gates holds a prominent place in 
Peyote Way’s dirt yard. It’s the burial spot 


of Immanuel Trujillo, who died at 82 in a 
small room at the church in June 2010. 

With little prompting, Kent dives into 
an extensive biography of Trujillo, who

went from New Jersey to Europe in World 
War II to New York City to Texas and 
eventually to Arizona. It’s clearly a story 
he has told many times. 

Kent’s recounting of Trujillo’s life can 
seem implausible, even mythic, but in 
many ways, the church’s existence in the 
high desert of Arizona is just as outlandish. 

As the story goes, Trujillo was born 
to a Jewish mother of French-American 
descent and a Mexican/Apache father. Tru¬ 
jillo’s father had come to the United States 
from Mexico in 1917 and enlisted in the U.S. 
Army to gain American citizenship.

His father was exposed to mustard gas 
during World War I, resulting in ailments 
he suffered for much of his later life, Kent 
says. Trujillo was just a few months old 
when his father died. 

Trujillo’s mother, 14 years old at the 
time of his conception, gave him up for 
adoption. For the first two years of his life, 
he was raised in an orphanage. Then, an 
Irish-Catholic family adopted him and 
renamed him Jimmy Coyle. 

When he was 15 or 16, Coyle ran away 
from home to join the military. He wanted 
to fight the Nazis during World War II. 
Too young to join the U.S. Army, which 
would accept only recruits at least 17 years 
old, Coyle enlisted in the British Mer¬ 
chant Navy. 

“The British were fighting for their 
lives, so they would take anybody,” Kent 
says. “The British gave him a gun and 
called him a Royal Marine.” 

Coyle officially joined the British forces 
in 1944. In the last few weeks of the war, 
legend has it, he was sent on a mission to 
the North Sea island of Heligoland, where 
the Nazis maintained an ammunition 
dump. Coyle was assigned to take out a 
German-controlled radio tower. 

The island was supposed to be deserted, 
but two members of the German Volkssturm 
still manned the tower. 

“It was a knife operation, and as 
Immanuel got old, he would tell us, T see 
them every night,”’ Kent recalls. “Sixteen 
and 60 [years old], two guys; he survived, 
and they didn’t.” 

While he was making his way back 
to the boat that had brought him to the 
island, a bomb exploded, and Coyle was 
seriously injured. 

“His face was rebuilt, his teeth were 


blown out; he had a piece of steel in his 
head and a piece of steel in his leg,” Kent 
says. “Immanuel had PTSD and traumatic 
brain injury. The brain injury would mean 
that he would have blackouts and that he 
would be functioning but not aware of 
what he was doing.” 

Coyle recovered from his wounds and 
found himself back in America when he 
was about 19. It was when he returned to 
the States to an inheritance from his birth 
father that Coyle first learned he had been 
adopted as a young boy. 

Learning about his biological father set 
Coyle—who began using his father’s sur¬ 
name, Trujillo—on a path that led finally to 
Arizona, to discovering his native heritage 
and eventually to establishing Peyote Way 
Church of God (originally called Church of 
Holy Light). 

Determined to track down his remain¬ 
ing family, Trujillo found several other 
names on his father’s will: Juan Trujillo, 
who had died; Eugene Yoakum; and Bill 
Russell (also known as “Apache Bill”), who 
lived in Tucson. 

Trujillo traveled to Arizona, where he 
met Yoakum outside Courtland. Yoakum 
then introduced Trujillo to Apache Bill, 
who was the medicine man for the Native 
American Church in southern Arizona at 
the time. In those days, peyote use was 
illegal, but the Navajo and other Native 
American tribes, including the Huichol, 
continued to employ the hallucinogenic 
cactus in religious ceremonies. 

Yoakum and Apache Bill introduced 
Trujillo to the hallucinogen. 

“They took Immanuel up to Redington 
Pass and said, ‘Son, you stay here and 
fast for a day, and then start eating this 
medicine, and we’ll be back on the third 
day.’ And that was Immanuel’s first spirit 
walk,” Kent says. 

Like Trujillo, Yoakum and Apache Bill 
were military veterans. They had served 
during the Philippine-American war and 
had participated in the massacre of 600 
people in the Moro Crater battle of 1906, 
Kent says. 

“Part of each of their hearts was shat¬ 
tered by the violence they had done and 
had witnessed. It goes with any veteran,” 
Kent says. “They knew that the peyote 
helped them find some peace. And so they 
knew it would help Immanuel.” 

After his first spirit walk under the 
guidance of Apache Bill, Trujillo began 
using peyote regularly for spiritual and 
therapeutic purposes. He joined the Native 
American Church and eventually became 
“roadman,” a leader of peyote ceremonies. 

Trujillo remained a member of the church 
for nearly two decades, finally breaking away 
to establish an inclusive, multiracial church 
offering peyote to non-natives. 

Trujillo’s experience with psychedelic 
drugs and his promotion of the use of 
peyote led him and prominent Harvard 
psychologist/LSD advocate Timothy Leary 
to become friends. Trujillo introduced the 
counterculture icon to peyote, and Leary in 
turn introduced Trujillo to LSD, Kent says. 

Eventually, Trujillo joined Leary’s 
League for Spiritual Discovery, which held 
storied LSD-fueled escapades at Millbrook 
Estate, north of New York City. After 
police raided Millbrook, Leary and “psy¬ 
chedelic yoga master” Bill Haines decided 
to establish the Sri Ram Ashram in Ari¬ 
zona, with the help of Trujillo. 
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Kent says Trujillo located the prop¬ 
erty in Benson, where Leary and Haines 
started their ashram. Trujillo lived at the 
ashram for several years and helped estab¬ 
lish the center as he looked for property 
for Peyote Way. 

Eventually, Trujillo left the League for 
Spiritual Discovery to have a family. Leary, 
who famously was called “the most dan¬ 
gerous man in America” by President Rich¬ 
ard Nixon, moved to Laguna Beach, and 
then a ranch near Idyllwild, where he lived 
in teepees with members of the Brother¬ 
hood of Eternal Love, a nonprofit church 
of hash smugglers and acid peddlers who 
viewed LSD as a sacrament, as revealed 
in Weekly managing editor Nick Schou’s 
2010 book, Orange Sunshine: The Brother¬ 
hood of Eternal Love and its Quest to Spread 
Peace , Love and Acid to the World. Leary, 
who mounted an unsuccessful gubernato¬ 
rial campaign against Ronald Reagan, was 
hounded by authorities and in and out of 
jail for years. Members of his organization 
faced similar scrutiny. 

Off on his own, Trujillo hired an Ari¬ 
zona real-estate agent to find him land 
with a water source, which is how he came 
to purchase the 160 acres near Aravaipa 
Canyon in a foreclosure deal. After pur- 



to formally found the church, which was 
officially registered as a nonprofit organi¬ 
zation in 1981, according to public records. 

The pottery business expanded with 
the arrival of the married couple. Back 
in its heyday, Arizona-based Goldwater’s 
Department Store, founded by Barry 
Goldwater’s grandfather, carried Mana 
Pottery. Celebrities, including former

chasing the land, Trujillo focused on mak¬ 
ing pottery and establishing his church. 

Trujillo and his wife, Jane, lived on the 
land with their 4-year-old son, Juan, while 
building their pottery business. Then the 
little boy was killed in a freak accident. 

As Juan and his father hauled pottery to 
Trujillo’s kilns for firing, the boy fell off the 
back of their truck and was run over. 

“It broke their hearts, and that was the 
beginning of the end of Immanuel’s last 
marriage,” Kent says. “From the time we 
knew him until he died, he was celibate.” 

apf and Kent were introduced 
to Trujillo in October 1977. They 
were in their mid-20s at the time 
and had recently married in their 
home state of Pennsylvania. 

They arrived at Trujillo’s fledgling 
church through happenstance. A man they 
had caught a ride with while traveling 
across the country had rescued Trujillo’s 
elderly mentor, Yoakum, who had become 
trapped behind a refrigerator in his home. 

“He would have died had our ride not 
entered his remote cabin and pushed it off 
him,” Zapf says. 

The two had been at Peyote Way, still 
called the Church of Holy Light, for a few 
days when Trujillo showed them a tray of 
drying peyote and offered them an oppor¬ 
tunity to go on a spirit walk. 

Soon after their first experience with 
the drug, the two decided to stay and join 
the church. They were designated by Tru¬ 
jillo as the “Reverend” Zapf and “Rabbi” 
Kent, although they have no formal affilia¬ 
tions to Christianity and Judaism. 

Over the next several years, Trujillo, 
Zapf and Kent worked to incorporate the 
burgeoning business, Mana Pottery, and 


NBA star and tie-dye-wearing big man 
Bill Walton, collected the colorful pieces 
featuring images of peyote and animal 
figures. And the Smithsonian Institution 
gave Trujillo’s work a place in its perma¬ 
nent collection at the National Museum 
of the American Indian. 

But the road to establishing the peyote- 
based church wasn’t without obstacles. 

At various times, Trujillo, Zapf and Kent 
each faced prosecution for possession of 
peyote, designated a schedule I controlled 
substance by the U.S. Drug Enforcement 
Administration (DEA). 

In the early ’80s, Zapf and Kent were 
arrested in Texas while on a “spiritual 
mission” to purchase peyote from an 
authorized dealer. Trujillo was arrested 
at least twice, once in Denver in the ’60s 
and again in 1986 in Globe, Arizona, for 
eating part of a peyote button in front of a 
police officer. 

Trujillo was acquitted in 1966 of posses¬ 
sion of peyote in the Denver case and again 
in 1987 in the Globe case. Dr. Andrew Weil, 
a Tucson guru of alternative medicine and 
health food who teaches at the University 
of Arizona, acted as an expert witness in 
Trujillo’s 1987 case. 

During his testimony for the defense, 
Weil detailed his studies of peyote at 
Harvard University, the drug’s impact on 
health and well-being, and the hallucino¬ 
genic effects of ingesting the plant. 

Mescaline (the ingredient that makes 
people hallucinate) is the most commonly 
known psychoactive alkaloid in peyote, 
but as Kent is quick to point out—and Weil 
attests to in the court transcript—peyote 
has more than 50 different active alkaloids 
that make it unique.

“The effect of eating peyote is due to 
the interaction of all of these alkaloids. 
It can’t be equated with eating pure 
mescaline, and so I think that [this] 
creates a lot of confusion in research 
because most of the research had been 
done with isolated mescaline and not 
with peyote,” Weil stated. “I don’t think 
the two are equivalent.” 

Through his testimony, Weil described 
his observations of individuals who had 
taken peyote. 

“The initial effects, if a sufficient dose 
is eaten, are—probably within 30 minutes 
to an hour—some feelings of physiological 


Peyote Way is able to avoid prosecu¬ 
tion mainly because Arizona is one of six 
states in which the use of peyote for bona 
fide religious purposes has been legalized 
without deference to race—meaning indi¬ 
viduals don’t need to be part of the Native 
American Church to legally take the drug 
for religious reasons. 

According to the nonprofit organization 
Erowid, which specializes in documenting 
the use and effects of psychoactive plants 
and chemicals, only Arizona, Oregon, New 
Mexico, Nevada, Minnesota and Colorado 
have such exceptions. 

Arizona’s revised statute, Title 
13-3402, states: “A person who know¬ 
ingly possesses, sells, transfers, or offers 
to sell or transfer peyote is guilty of a

distress, nausea, discomfort, fullness in 
the stomach, sweating, chills,” he testified. 
“These symptoms may last for one to two 
hours, and then usually subside and are 
replaced by... calmness, relaxation”— 
during which the psychological changes 
occur, he said. “The total length of effects 
of eating a sufficient dose of peyote are ... 
in the range of 10 to 12 hours.” 

The dosage necessary to experience 
hallucinations is hard to predict, Weil 
continued. But throughout his testi¬ 
mony, he explained that most people 
who take the drug need to ingest more 
than six cactus buttons to have a mea¬ 
surable effect. (The 21 grams used for 
Peyote Way’s spirit walks is much more 
than six buttons.) 

Weil, who admitted taking peyote on 
at least three occasions, testified that the 
drug isn’t harmful, particularly in the 
right setting. 

“I think these are safe drugs if they’re 
used in the appropriate context,” Weil told 
the court, “much safer than many drugs 
we routinely administer to people for 
medical purposes.” 

I nside a small greenhouse at Peyote 
Way, thousands of button-size cacti 
cover the room’s dirt floor like a rum¬ 
pled green carpet. Kent estimates there 
are 8,000 to 10,000 individual plants rang¬ 
ing in age from 10 to 100 years old. It’s hard 
to imagine that each of the fragile-looking 
plants represents, technically, a felony to 
cultivate, distribute or consume it. 

Because the DEA classifies peyote as a 
schedule I drug (along with LSD, heroin, 
ecstasy, even marijuana), the penalty for 
“unlawful distribution, possession, or intent 
to distribute” any amount could result in up 
to a $10 million fine and 30 years in prison, 
although this rarely happens. 

Congress’ 1978 passage of the Native 
American Religious Freedom Act doesn’t 
protect Peyote Way from federal law 
enforcement because it’s not affiliated 
with the Native American Church. That 
law has been challenged several times 
(including by Peyote Way) based on the 
free-exercise clause in the First Amend¬ 
ment, but the courts have struck down 
each attempt. 


class-six felony. In a prosecution for vio¬ 
lation of this section, it is a defense that 
the peyote is being used or is intended 
for use: In connection with the bona fide 
practice of a religious belief, as an inte¬ 
gral part of a religious exercise, and in a 
manner not dangerous to public health, 
safety, or morals.” 

Still, there’s much controversy sur¬ 
rounding the legality of taking peyote, 
and if federal authorities wanted to 
prosecute Peyote Way for its use, cul¬ 
tivation and distribution of the plant, 
they probably could make a case. Peyote 
Way Church technically is in violation 
of federal law, as neither Kent nor Zapf 
are Native Americans. Special Agent 
Ramona Sanchez with the Phoenix divi¬ 
sion of the DEA, however, deferred to 
local and state authorities when asked 
about Peyote Way, suggesting the DEA 
has taken a hands-off approach regard¬ 
ing peyote use, in the same way the 
Obama administration recently has 
backed off going after medical-mari¬ 
juana distribution. 

Any inherent possibility of prosecu¬ 
tion never deterred Kent and Zapf from 
pursuing their church’s mission or kept 
people from making the trek into the 
desert wilderness of Aravaipa to experi¬ 
ence the effects of the hallucinogen. 

Kent makes clear that the church 
doesn’t sell peyote, and he says the plants 
it grows on the property never leave it. 

“As far as the state of Arizona is con¬ 
cerned, they understand that in order 
for us to practice our religion, we need 
our sacrament,” he says. “The feds aren’t 
going to sell it to us so we grow our own.” 

The DEA licenses a small number 
of peyote distributors who must be 
authorized annually to cultivate and 
sell the plant. 

“These distributors are permitted 
to sell peyote to the [Native American 
Church] and its members for traditional 
religious rites,” Sanchez says. “There 
are a handful of distributors in the 
Southwest region.” 

Instead of Native American Church 
principles, Kent and Zapf’s church uses a 
tenant of the Mormon religion to justify 
peyote as a sacrament. 
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Section 89 of the Doctrine and Cove¬ 
nants of Joseph Smith, also known as the 
“Word of Wisdom,” states in part, “Every 
herb in the season thereof, and every 
fruit in the season thereof; all these to be 
used with prudence and thanksgiving.” 

According to Peyote Way’s website, 
“Adherence to a dietary discipline, like 
the one suggested in the Word of Wis¬ 
dom, goes hand in hand with the spiri¬ 
tual awakening produced by the Holy 
Sacrament Peyote.” 

Kent and Zapf think their 35-year 
relationship with Graham County Sheriff 
Preston J. Allred has helped smooth the 
way for the church. 

When they were selling Mana Pottery 
to Goldwater’s, the couple would take 
chipped pieces to the courthouse in Saf- 
ford, with the intent of giving them away. 
“The secretaries would give us $10, and 
the deputies would [give] a little less,” 
Kent says with a laugh. “They saw that 
whatever we were up to, it wasn’t criminal 
or dangerous.” 

But being out of sight, out of mind is 
the biggest reason it’s avoided hassle 
from the authorities through the years. 
From Phoenix, it’s a four-hour drive east. 
Twenty-five miles of washboard dirt road 
outside Safford lead to a remote area of 
desert wilderness. A large red mailbox- 
painted with the word Mana —alerts visi¬ 
tors they’ve arrived. 

“You don’t need to worry ... about 
your neighbors. They’ve all got plenty of 
property,” Kent says. “They think we’re 
kind of strange, but cowboys are kind of 
strange, too.” 


ent’s tour of the church takes 
about three hours. Outside, 
near one of the campsites, the 
large blond man is chopping 
wood for his spirit walk. He pauses just 
long enough to wave and smile. 

Asked what kind of future is in store 
for Peyote Way, Kent—as with his lengthy 
explanation about Trujillo’s life and the 


spiritual importance of peyote—has a 
rehearsed answer. 

His greatest hope is that someday, he 
and Zapf can grow peyote legally and 
educate others about how to grow it. 

“When we plant peyote, I’m not think¬ 
ing of personal ingestion; I’m thinking 
about my grandkids,” Kent says. “I think 
that’s pretty healthy to think in big 


chunks of time—20, 40, 60 years. If we 
thought that way about our planning for 
society, then we might not be having so 
many of the problems we’re having now.” 

That night, on the way to a hotel in 
Safford, “Peyote Way Church of God” 
flashes on an Arizona “Adopt a High¬ 
way” sign.

Nothing puts that New Year’s resolu¬ 
tion to lose a few into overdrive like 
watching a slew of professional dancers 
shimmy onstage in skintight costumes.

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No Bones About It 


Bonefish Grill is owned by the same corporation as Outback Steakhouse, 
but it serves good food, with servers who actually give a damn

I f I told you Bonefish Grill’s signature 
dish was called Bang Bang Shrimp, that 
it’s battered, fried, then shellacked in a 
“creamy, spicy sauce,” would you already 
know what it tasted like? How about if I 
showed you a picture? Or told you it’s not 
unlike the last dish of honey-glazed walnut 
shrimp you ate at your local Cantonese sea¬ 
food joint, except without the honey-glazed 
walnuts and with what’s most likely a hit of 
Sriracha and Thai sweet chile sauce mixed 
into the mayo? 

The appetizer is to Bonefish Grill what 
the Bloomin’ Onion is to Outback Steak- 
house—not the big-ticket item by any 
means, but one that has a star next to it on 
the menu and dozens of Internet sites try¬ 
ing to decipher the recipe. It’s with these 
dishes—the proverbial first hit of the crack 
pipe—that Bonefish and Outback hope to 
hook you. And what red-blooded American 
can resist appetizers so fried, so addictive, 
so loaded with calories? Bonefish also has 
another thing in common with Outback: 
They’re both wholly owned subsidiaries of 
Bloomin’ Brands, a corporation that also 
owns Fleming’s Prime Steakhouse, Roy’s 
and Carr abba’s Italian Grill. 

With Bonefish, Bloomin’ Brands gets 
high-end middlebrow right. The Bone¬ 
fish motto is “Happiness Here,” and you 
can almost hear the pre-service pep-talk: 
“Remember, everyone, we’re not here to 
sell fish; we’re here to sell happiness!” Our 
dinnertime waitress—a 50-ish woman in 
a crisply ironed chef coat—doted on us as 
though she were our auntie, asking us with 
genuine interest whether we liked what 
we ate and, at one point, placing her palm 


warmly on my back while she spoke. But 
even the host tried to connect. Just from 
the few seconds it took for him to lead us 
to our table, we learned he’s from Seattle 
and happy to not be used to the sunshine 
here. Both reminded me how we can too 
easily write off chain restaurants as soul¬ 
less enterprises when they can often be just 
humans who want to do their best. And 
because the Bonefish formula has been 
replicated at least a hundred times before, 
the operation is already running smoothly 
on autopilot—and it has barely been open. 
The Bonefish Grill in Tustin is the first in 
California, with another set to debut in 
Northridge in a few weeks. 

If you haven’t visited Bonefish in other 
states, you shouldn’t expect a fast-casual or 
another California Fish Grill copycat. Bone¬ 
fish is a real sit-down restaurant, with LED- 
votive candles, a revolving door and a tall 
honeycomb wine-bottle rack that separates 
the dining room from a bustling bar area. 
Despite the butcher paper-covered tables, 
anticipate price points on par with King’s 
Fish House, its closest competitor. The most 
expensive item is the wood-grilled Chilean 
sea bass ($30) that cuts with a fork and eats 
like a gigantic scallop, its pristine white 
fibers running up and down. To taste what 
you paid for, opt for the lemon-butter emul¬ 
sion and no other sauce. 

With Bonefish’s Tilapia Imperial, it’s the 
opposite. Half of the dish is an ooey-gooey 
stuffing made of Gruyere, Parmesan and 
lemon-caper sauce baked to envelop fistfuls 
of scallops, shrimp and crab. Yet it all some¬ 
how manages to avoid overwhelming the 
delicate tilapia fillet beneath. This and the 


acre of pan-fried trout encrusted inch-to- 
inch with pulverized pecans and Parmesan 
are dishes designed for people who grew 
up eating faceless fish sticks and boneless 
Filet-O-Fishes. This isn’t to say they’re 
not great—they are. There’s real cooking 
happening here. That trout is thoughtfully 
embellished with artichoke hearts, lemon 
butter and a sprinkling of fresh basil, all 
offsetting the fried richness. A ceviche with 
curls of precooked shrimp, nubs of snow- 
white fish and chunks of avocado marinate 
in a citric run-off that’s tart, but not too tart. 
And though the lunchtime side of coleslaw 
was overdressed, the couscous ho-hum, the 
fries limp even before they got to our table, 
the mashed potatoes and the tangled mound 
of shredded squash at dinner were flawless. 

Bonefish also offers a crab cake that 
seems 99 percent crab, with the other 1 
percent the thinnest possible covering of 
cornmeal; the latter holds meat so moist and 
sweet you need a spoon to eat it, as though 
it’s melting ice cream. 

For dessert, our doting server recom¬ 
mended the key lime pie. “It’s made right 
here,” she said proudly. And in that wedge of 
intensely lime-y custard cradled by a crum¬ 
bly Graham cracker crust, I tasted the soul 
of the chain, imagining how it all began: as a 
local Florida restaurant that everyone liked 
because it always tried to do its best.

I 'm writing this on Dec. 30,2013, which, due 
to the insanity that is holiday deadlines, you'll 
read no earlierthan Jan. 9,2014. The year is 
about to close, so I went through my archives 
today to figure out what files I could finally 
junk (TBN founder Paul Crouch's crimes, the 
Illuminati takeover of the Laguna Niguel City 
Council) and which ones I should take a closer 
look at (I'm warning you, Brea politics).

Weekly World Headquarters were still in San- 
Tana, a girl had just dumped me, and our blogs 
were nonexistent. An older man had thanked 
me on our dining coverage and suggested I 
visit Seacliff Liquor for a last slice of small¬ 
town OC that just doesn't exist anymore. I 
wrote down his info and pasted the note on my 
eMac, planning to go after the holidays. That 
never happened: just a couple of weeks later, 
the Great Schism of 2007 buckled this infernal 
rag for years. Going to a small liquor store 
became the least of my concerns. Our offices 
moved; our blogs thrived, even as the Weekly 
shrank and staffers fled to other, seemingly 
greener pastures. And somewhere in that mix, 
that KPCC slip disappeared from my cublicle 
and my mind until Dec. 30, when the note fell 
out of—of all things—a folder devoted to my 
clippings of Villa Park history. 

I drove toward Seacliff that afternoon: all 
the way down Adams Avenue until it ended 
near First Christian Church of Huntington 
Beach, then took a left on 17th Street. And 
there was the liquor store, far off any main 
drag, in all its faded glory, all alcohol and 
condoms and toiletries for the many apartment 
dwellers nearby. Atthe very back was a bona 
fide deli, with cheeses, meats and prepared 
salads to go, as well as a menu of sandwiches, 
the kind of offering liquor stores used to boast 
of in the days before commodification. Nothing 
fancy—this was the small-town treasure that 
man had raved about seven years ago—so 
I got the most baroque meal available: a 
9-incher called the Bayou Ripper or something 
that had nothing New Orleans about it save for 
an honest-to-goodness remoulade. The sea 
was visible from the table outside; next to me 
were preteens talking instead of playing on 
smartphones. Worth the drive. 

Moral of the story? Go through your clip¬ 
pings often. Always believe what old men tell 
you. And treasure those vestiges of old Orange 
County like Seacliff, which can disappear as 
easily as a scrap of paper.

Cooking is a lifelong passion of mine. 

I always wanted to be a chef, and five 
years ago, I turned my dream into real¬ 
ity by going to culinary school. After 
10 years in construction management, 

I went to Cordon Bleu in Pasadena. 
Training included five months intern¬ 
ing in Tuscany, Italy, at a one-star 
Michelin restaurant, Botaccio de Mon- 
tignoso. It was there where I got my 
true passion for Italian cuisine and cul¬ 
ture. While back home in California, I 
teamed up with a friend and launched 
a gourmet-food truck, Great Balls On 
Tires. I created the menu and operated 
the truck for six months or so, depart¬ 
ing from the food-truck business and 
going back to Italy for six months for 
some culinary inspiration and hands- 
on experience. 

Upon returning home to California, 

I landed a head chef position for five 
months at Osteria La Bucca in Holly¬ 
wood, where I got to work with James 
Beard award-winning chef Jason Ner- 
roni [now chef/owner of Superba Snack 
Bar in Venice]. Afterward, I got to work 
for Mario Batali at Pizzeria Mozza in 
Newport Beach and experienced the 
technique of using a wood-burning pizza 
oven.

Auto Shop Gyros 

Kafe Neo offers great Greek from the Sverkos family’s 

old car-repair spot 


I n most parts of urban America, it’s 
called gentrification when a mechanic’s 
shop gets converted into the neighbor¬ 
hood’s new trendy Greek cafe. But for 
Gus and Pete Sverkos, who opened a res¬ 
taurant six years ago on the site of their 
father’s old car-repair business, it’s more 
like continuing a family tradition. Since 
the Long Beach-bred brothers turned the 
building on the corner of Fourth Street 
and Temple Avenue into Kafe Neo, their 
effortless updates on mama’s classic Greek 
food has kept the location (and its ample 
outdoor patio) a bustling meeting ground 
for diverse residents from Bluff Heights 
and beyond. 



Kafe Neo’s universally agreeable repu¬ 
tation seems to lie in the equal attention 
given to each meal of the day, with the 
menu split between Greek-inspired break¬ 
fasts, lunches and dinners (and breakfast 
served until 2 p.m. every day!). Morning 
starts with feta-stuffed omelets or almond- 
crusted French toast, and dinners can 
include decadently spiced lamb chops or 
salmon pasta in a creamy garlic sauce. For 
lunchtime meetings and midday catch-ups 
with friends, however, there is no Balkan 
adventure greater than the traditionalist 
skewer and pita plates, two of the simplest 
Greek dishes, both expertly executed here 
thanks to generations of Sverkos know¬ 
how. The menu lists two skewer plates 
starting at $9.25, but an easy sale is the 
unwritten lunch special, which includes

a single wooden stick impaled with cubes 
of lemon chicken, pork, beef or vegetables 
and a bed of cushy rice pilaf with a side 
salad for only $7.75. More often an accom¬ 
paniment to main courses, Kafe Neo’s 
famously filling Greek salads are flavorful 
enough to be a meal on their own. Whole 
kalamata olives and fresh feta from the 
motherland top off even small portions of 
the green stuff, with everything from the 
lemon-oil-and-vinegar dressing to a gener¬ 
ous topping of dried spices contributing to 
a best-kept Long Beach salad secret. 

Kafe Neo’s other lunch specials are 
forms of pita sandwiches, Greece’s equiva¬ 
lent of an oversized soft taco. Standards 
include chicken, pork and gyro, along 
with house creations such as feta calamari 
and tuna stuffed inside a handheld foil- 
wrapped pita for less than $7 Until 
2 p.m., any of the non-seafood classic pitas 
comes with a side of fries and a soda for 
only $775. No matter what meat you order 
or in what form, the kitchen refuses to 
mess it up. Chicken breast always comes 
out still rich with moisture, beef slices fall 
off the spit dripping with flavor, and there 
is always a layer of spices to complement 
the thin hamburger-like patties of ground 
lamb and beef that make the restaurant’s 
gyro sandwiches. With an expansive menu 
that spans all three meals of the day and 
heaps of successful dishes from tradi¬ 
tional to revivalist, Kafe Neo is known for 
a whole range of Greek bistro favorites 
that share the Sverkos’ heritage with Long 
Beach’s finest.

Brunch at the Phoenix Club 


T he Phoenix Club in Anaheim is best 
known for its Oktoberfest, for its 
Bierstube pub that serves German 
drafts at cut-rate prices during happy hour, 
and for being the home of many of the 
beer festivals that keep Orange Countians 
drunk and happy But its Sunday brunch 
gets overlooked, which is a shame. Held in 
the Loreley Restaurant, which is cavern¬ 
ous in that Elks Lodge-like way, servers of 
a certain age attend the host desk and seat 
you in comfortable booths for Anaheim’s 
best-kept brunch secret. You needn’t sit 
when brought to your table; you can head 
straight for the buffet, and your server will 
fill your coupe with sparkling wine, your 
tumbler with orange juice and your mug 
with coffee upon your return. 

The buffet rivals Las Vegas in its com¬ 
pleteness; there is an omelet station and a 
carved meat (usually joint of beef) station; 
there are outstanding breakfast sausages 
that pair well with hot sauerkraut or 
stewed red cabbage. There are schnitzel 
and sauerbraten, fish in savory gravy, 
chicken, and rouladen on the savory side. 

If you’re truly lucky, there will be a platter 
of lace-thin crepes rolled around a lemon- 
and-curd-cheese filling; try to not envision 
the calorie count because you will certainly 
eat more than one. There are fruit blintzes, 
too, and pastries. 

If you’re looking for the more tradi¬ 
tional German breakfast, the rolls and cold 
cuts that influence Continental breakfast 
platters all across Europe, you can have

that, too. Americans who just can’t have 
breakfast without bacon and eggs are also 
well-served. You would need a party of six 
to try everything on the buffet. Unusually 
for a buffet, the service is excellent; the 
staff are generous with the wine, refilling 
your glass while you are reloading your 
plate, and the coffee is quite good. The 
patrons, too, tend to be better dressed 
than the schlubs who frequent Hometown 
Buffets and Souplantations. 

Brunch is Sundays only, from 10 a.m. to 2 
p.m., and it tends to get canceled when the 
room is needed for large events, so check 
the website before making your weekend 
plans. Provecho!

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A Look At Death 

Lone Survivor shows our boys suffering but doesn’t ask why

H ere’s a movie that’ll flop in Kabul. 
Lone Survivor, the latest by Battle¬ 
ship director Peter Berg, is a jingois¬ 
tic snuff film about a Navy SEAL squadron 
outgunned by the Taliban in the moun¬ 
tainous Kunar Province. After four sol¬ 
diers—played with muscles and machismo 
by Mark Wahlberg, Taylor Kitsch, Emile 
Hirsch and Ben Foster—get ID’d by Afghan 
goat herders, they’re in a race to climb to 
the top of the nearest summit and summon 
an airlift before these civilians can sprint 
to the nearest village and alert local leader 
Ahmad Shah. It doesn’t go well. 

Berg’s flick bleeds blood red, bone-frac¬ 
ture white and bruise blue. It’s based on 
the memoir Lone Survivor: The Eyewitness 
Account of Operation Redwing and the Lost 
Heroes of SEAL Team 10 by sole evacuee 
Marcus Luttrell (played by Wahlberg)— 
and that’s only a spoiler if you’ve ignored 
the title. Luttrell didn’t exactly write his 
book. Rather than sitting in front of a 
word processor, he was back in action in 
Iraq. Instead, the United States Navy hired 
British novelist Patrick Robinson, who, 
among other embellishments, upped the 
number of enemy Taliban fighters from 10 
to 200. Hey, whatever, man. Those aliens 
in Battleship weren’t real, either. 


Lone Survivor’s problems are more 
complex than its Rambo-esque exuber¬ 
ance for machine-gun fire. The near¬ 
wordless second half is a deadly dubstep 
of bullets and snare drums punctuated 
with the occasional curse. Here’s 90 
seconds of dialogue transcribed in its 
entirety: “Goddamn, this sucks!” “Fuck 
you!” “Fuck!” “Damn, fucking burns!” 

This doesn’t help advance the plot, which 
can pretty much be summed up as: Don’t 
die. And the film actually gets worse when 
the guys open their mouths. 

These four men were heroes. But these 
heroes were also men. As the film por¬ 
trays them, their attitudes to the incred¬ 
ibly complex War On Terror, fought 
hillside by bloody hillside in the Afghan 
frontier with both U.S. and Taliban forces 
contributing to an unconscionably high 
civilian body count, were simple: Brown 
people bad, American people good. When 
the guys debate whether to kill the three 
goat herders who’ve stumbled onto their 
hiding place—a dilemma that, morality 
aside, could have been solved if any of 
them had recalled that middle school 
logic problem about the fox, the chicken, 
the feed and the too-small boat—Foster 
grabs an unarmed teenager by the face 


and insists, “That’s death. Look at death.” 
And when the firefight starts, he bellows, 
“You can die for your country—I’m going 
to live for mine.” 

We’re meant to cheer, not that anyone in 
my theater did. But there will be audiences 
who do, and I’m not entirely sure I’m com¬ 
fortable with what they’re cheering for. 
This is death. Look at death. 

Berg is no dummy. He’s done the right 
thing by refusing to whitewash these guys 
as saints, although three of the four are 
depicted as devoted husbands and fiances, 
and the fourth gets to be Mark Wahlberg. 
And Berg is justified in hoisting these guys 
up as real-life action stars, building his 
case with an opening montage of actual 
Navy SEAL training footage in which 
screaming instructors winnow a pack of 
athletes into an all-for-one-one-for-all 
band of badass brothers who, when forced 
to float in freezing ocean waves, link arms 
and sing “Silent Night.” 

They were ready for action. “We 
wanted that fight at the highest volume,” 
Wahlberg says, “the loudest, coldest, dark¬ 
est, most unpleasant of the unpleasant 
fights.” Okay, but did the local villagers 
whom we see get caught in the crossfire 
want that fight? Each, as with Wahlberg’s 


Luttrell, had families and friends and a 
full life, and each gets dispatched without 
a second thought. 

I’d like to think that, on some level, 

Berg is questioning the sense of a film— 
and a foreign policy—that makes target 
practice of our magnificent teams of hard¬ 
bodied, hairy-chested, rootin’-tootin’, 
shootin’, parachutin’, double-cap-crimpin’ 
frogmen, these soldiers who decorate 
their bunks with baby pictures of them¬ 
selves next to an American flag and are so 
nobly eager to sacrifice their lives for one 
another and their country. But the ammo 
doesn’t stop blasting long enough for their 
deaths to have weight. Instead, Lone Sur¬ 
vivor just reads like a quasi-political exag¬ 
geration of a slasher film: the cellphones 
that don’t work, the rescuers just out 
of reach, the killers chasing our victims 
through the woods. 

What are we meant to learn from this 
waste of life? Who is even to blame? All 
Lone Survivor offers is the queasiest apol¬ 
ogy of the year. Grunts a battered Wahl¬ 
berg to his even-more-battered best buddy, 
“I’m sorry that we didn’t kill more of these 
motherfuckers.” Replies his fellow soldier, 
“Oh, don’t be fucking sorry. We’re going to 
kill way more of them.”

AMERICAN HUSTLE There may 
not be much behind the sparkling 
tinsel curtain of David 0. Russell's 
extraordinarily entertaining American 
Hustle. But what a curtain! Christian 
Bale in an endearingly artificial 
hairpiece, Amy Adams in a series 
of slippery '70s dresses cut down to 
there, Jennifer Lawrence in a tousled 
blond updo, two parts Ellen Barkin 
to one part Angie Dickinson: There's 
tons of artifice in American Hustle, 
but it's not the special-effects kind. 
Bale plays Bronx-born con artist 
Irving Rosenfeld: In the opening, he 
carefully spirit-glues fake hair onto 
his cue ball pate. His main squeeze, 
Sydney Prosser (Adams), is a vixen 
who speaks with a pinkie-up British 
accent—though she's really from 
Albuquerque—and she's Irving's 
partner in a number of naughty little 
schemes. They're in love and des¬ 
perately happy, but for two complica¬ 
tions: They've attracted the attention 
of loose-cannon FBI agent Richie 
DiMaso (Bradley Cooper, in a decid¬ 
edly unsexiest-man-alive man-perm), 
who offers a deal if they'll help snare 
a few baddies. Plus, Irving has a wife 
and a kid, and he's principled enough 
to want to stick by them. And so he 
does, even after wife Rosalyn, played 
by Lawrence, nearly sets the family 
home aflame by falling asleep under 
a sunlamp: Lawrence makes her 


entrance like a harlequin, her face 
half crimson. Russell, hardly the most 
sensual of filmmakers, delights in 
Lawrence, which may be one reason 
the movie works so well. You'd never 
credit him with a light touch, but 
American Hustle cruises along like 
a line of wedding guests doing the 
Electric Slide. Its plot mechanics are 
impossible to take seriously and yet 
deeply pleasurable to parse, right up 
to the who's-screwing-whom ending.

ANCHORMAN 2: THE LEGEND 
CONTINUES With those eyes that 
are a little too close together, and 
that confident swagger that looks as 
if it could disintegrate into a pratfall 
at any time, Will Ferrell makes a 
grand ringleader for the nonsense 
of Anchorman 2. A few years ago, 
when he was making film after film, 
he became dangerously overexposed: 
A little of his pompous demeanor 
goes a long way. But he's an inher¬ 
ently generous performer, which is 
rare for big comic actors. Ferrell 
opens the space around him for his 
fellow performers, allowing all sorts 
of weirdness to sneak through. This 
sequel is more hit-or-miss than its 
predecessor, which means, thankfully, 
fewer annoying guys will be inspired 
to quote it. This time, Ron Burgundy is 
offered a gig at a brand-new station. 
He scoffs at the concept: a 24-hour 
news network? It'll never fly! But he 
comes around, and decides to reas¬ 
semble his old San Diego news team: 
Paul Rudd's man-on-the-scene corre¬ 
spondent and sex god Brian Fantana, 
David Koechner's sportscaster Champ 
Kind, and Steve Carell's Dada-dense 


weathercaster Brick Tamland. They 
make their mark by reporting only 
upbeat news that makes people feel 
good about America. Most of this 
is utterly, indefensibly ridiculous, 
and like all reasonably ambitious 
comedies, it at times pushes the 
boundaries of good taste. When 
Burgundy first meets his new boss, 
Linda Jackson (Meagan Good), a 
take-charge type and woman of color, 
his jaw hangs open like that of a 
hooked tuna. "Oh. Black!" he blurts 
out, a marvelous take on the univer¬ 
sal human fear of saying absolutely, 
positively the wrong thing. (PG-13) 
Stephanie Zacharek. Countywide. 

GRUDGE MATCH The surprise in 
Grudge Match, the not-quite-a-com- 
edy that pits Rocky Balboa against 
Raging Bull, isn't that it has the chutz¬ 
pah to posit Sylvester Stallone and 
Robert DeNiro as equally matched 
rivals. The surprise is in how eas¬ 
ily audiences will buy it. For years, 
DeNiro has slumped through godaw¬ 
ful comedies where he seems to 
work about as hard as a high-school 
coach teaching health class. Now 
the greatest of street-tough '70s Noo 
Yawk film actors has sunk to the level 
of Stallone, the most ridiculous of 
that breed. An even bigger surprise: 
Despite the scene where DeNiro's 
retirement-aged pugilist farts on his 
trainer, Grudge Match aspires to be 
more than some Jack Lemmon/Walter 
Matthau-style dispenser of prostate 
jokes. Director Peter Segal is aiming 
for nothing less than the third-best 
boxing movie these guys have ever 
starred in. The stars play old rivals 
goaded by a promoter (a cartoonish 
Kevin Hart) into one last late-in-life 
fight. Director Peter Segal's gearbox 
gets jammed between recession-era 
sports drama and brainless comedy, 
especially as Hart hollers pop-culture 
punch lines like he's the squirrel 
sidekick in a CGI kiddo flick. Credit 
Segal with this, though: He elicits an 
engaged and engaging performance 
from DeNiro, who seems to mean 
what he's saying even when he's 
forced to exult, "I'm having the time 
of my life!" Stallone, meanwhile, 
is ripped, as always, and his face 
has pinked as it's settled into slack

immobility—his eyes and mouth look 
like holes in meat. He plays the rent¬ 
able one, the everyday schlub. But 
what's the point of a movie about an 
everyman aging whose star has done 
everything in his power to look like 
he hasn't? (PG-13) Alan Scherstuhl. 
Countywide. 

MARKED ONES It's usually only white 
suburban people who fall prey to 
movie ghosts and demons. That's 
why it was a stroke of genius to set 
Paranormal Activity: The Marked 
Ones in a semi-urban Latino neigh¬ 
borhood, a place where multiple gen¬ 
erations of family often live under the 
same roof, where your neighbors are 
so close, you can hear them through 
the vents in your bedroom. The first 
half of The Marked Ones is lively 
enough, and funny enough, to work 
on its own merits. Jesse (Andrew 
Jacobs) and Hector (Jorge Diaz) are 
best pals who have just graduated 
from high school but who haven't 
given a single thought to the future. 
Life is short! Why not do dumb stuff 
and record it on a borrowed video 
camera? Jesse sends Hector bumping 
down a wooden staircase in a plastic 
laundry basket, preserving the event 
for posterity. Meanwhile, that witchy 
downstairs neighbor is murdered, and 
when Jesse and Hector break into her 
apartment, they find stuff like crude 
cow figurines and possible bonelike 
objects—though none of that stops 
them from trying to turn the space 
into a love shack when they meet two 
local hotties at a party. There's no 
formal logic as to why the characters 
are filming the found footage, and 
on the sliding scale of shaky-cam 
standards, The Marked Ones is really 
shaky. Bring Dramamine, or a barf 
bag. The big problem is the picture's 
tone: In the second half, specifically, 
The Marked Ones is nastier and more 
mean-spirited than any of the other 
Paranormals. (R) Stephanie Zacharek.

THE SECRET LIFE OF WALTER 

MITTY Like the '90s, Ben Stiller loves 
sarcasm—he even cast himself as the 
most handsome man in the world— 
but his films are sincere within their 
worlds: Derek Zoolander really is a 
gorgeous model, and Tropic Thunder's 
Kirk Lazarus is invested in his black¬ 
face. The Secret Life of Walter Mitty 
drops all the irony. The story of a 
shy magazine employee with a mag¬ 
nificent imagination, it's an uplifting, 
big-hearted crowd-pleaser. Which, 
in today's Hollywood, where every 
superhero has a standing Thursday 
appointment with a therapist, makes it 
defiantly uncool. The disaffectedness 
Stiller popularized in Reality Bites is 
biting him in the ass. As in the original 
James Thurber short story, Mitty 
dreams he's leading a more exciting 
life—a Hollywood fantasy. Here, he 
imagines larger-than-life heroes and 
toughs in the visual language of film: 
The leaves swirl, the music quickens, 
and his eyes burn. Eventually Mitty 
sets out on a real adventure to track 
down a wild-man photographer (Sean 
Penn). The film thrills at this quest; 
the National Geographic-quality 
vistas are almost distractingly beauti¬ 
ful, the indie ballads one synthesizer 
chord short of emotional overkill. Yet 
Stiller balances his big ambitions with 
small, grounded truths—after visit¬ 
ing a volcano, Mitty goes to a Papa 
John's and balances his checkbook. 
Globe-trotting ain't cheap. Like Mitty, 
Stiller dreams big. The problem is that 
audiences have trouble dividing Stiller 
the actor—the paycheck-cashing 
doofus of Night at the Museum—from 
Stiller the director, whose last film 
scored Robert Downey Jr. an Oscar 
nomination (for a summer comedy!). 
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He's both famous and forgotten, the 
best comedy director of his genera¬ 
tion hiding in plain sight. (PG) Amy 
Nicholson. Countywide. 

WALKING WITH DINOSAURS Did 
dinosaurs feel love? Walking with 
Dinosaurs must argue yes, as the 
genre of animal-centric edutainment 
has settled on hustling for respect¬ 
ability by propping up heterosexual 
norms. Unfailingly, these films go 
through life's showiest moments as 
dutifully as encyclopedia entries: 
birth, courtship, reproduction, always 
from a male point of view. But the 
point of Walking with Dinosaurs is 
to look, not to learn. And this new 
3D spectacle is a visual miracle. The 
animation comes alive through a 
celebration of corporeality: the jiggle 
of fat, the stretch and release of 
sagging skin, the tide-like motions of 
tendons and arteries beneath pebbled 
skin. And the dinosaurs themselves 
are crafted with love and creative 
extravagance. Set against live-action 
footage of Alaskan and New Zealand 
landscapes, they barely stand out 
as the products of ones and zeroes. 
And the species at the film's core are 
outfitted with horned headdresses 
so outlandishly rococo they would 
make Louis XIV weep with jealousy. If 
only they didn't speak, or had anyone 
speak for them. Virtually every breath 
of these wonderful lizard gods is 
overexplained by a logorrheic narra¬ 
tor (John Leguizamo), a time-traveling 
bird who sounds like he's studying 
for the SATs ("prehistoric pugilism," 
"mayhem in the ranks"). The awk¬ 
wardly sophisticated avian patter 
jars with the barely there romance 
between two pachyrhinosauri. The 
only solace from the uninspired 
characters and crammed-in factoids 
are the gags about poop and puke— 
juvenile, yes, but also appropriate for 
the film's "back to nature" ethos. (PG) 
Inkoo Kang. Countywide. 

THE WOLF OF WALL STREET Martin 
Scorsese's The Wolf of Wall Street 
is the kind of movie directors make 
when they wield money, power, and 
a not inconsiderable degree of arro¬ 
gance. Sprawling and extravagant, 
it revels in all manner of excess; 
its antihero, the crooked high-flier 
Jordan Belfort (Leonardo DiCaprio), 
has a Dunhill wallet where his heart 
should be, and he can't stop fling¬ 
ing bills out of it. The movie guns for 
grandeur in the same way: There 
are hints of greatness, one or two 
scenes that remind you why you look 
forward to new Scorsese films in the 
first place. But as a highly detailed 
portrait of true-life corruption and bad 
behavior in the financial sector, Wolf 
of Wall Street is pushy and hollow, 
too much of a bad thing, like a three- 
hour cold call from the boiler room 
that leaves you wondering, "What 
have I just been sold?" DiCaprio's 
Jordan is the founder of a '90s-era 
investment firm. His cronies, among 
them Jonah Hill's perpetually dazed- 
looking Donnie Azoff, bilk ordinary 
folk out of millions, the better to 
finance mansions, yachts, and trophy 
wives—plus hookers and drug habits. 
The Wolf of Wall Street halfheartedly 
follows a rags-to-riches-to-rags arc, 
though mostly it fixates on riches. 
Scorsese can't get a fix on the tone; 
the movie has the intentionally sour 
spirit of Goodfellas, but none of its 
grim humor. One hour of that boorish¬ 
ness would be more than enough, but 
by the end of the second you might 
be wondering if anyone—including 
Scorsese—is ever going to call these 
guys on their self-absorbed idiocy. 
What, exactly, does he think of these 
people? (R) Stephanie Zacharek.

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Long Time Coming 


Actor and teacher reunite for a surprisingly overlooked Eugene O’Neill masterwork

t has taken 23 years, but when Nathan 
Baesel and Joe Parrish walk onstage Fri¬ 
day for the first performance of Eugene 
O’Neill’s epic heartbreaker of a play, Long 
Day’s Journey Into Night, it will complete 
a theatrical relationship that began when 
one man was a rosy-cheeked high-school 
junior and the other was scared shitless 
about being onstage. 

“The first time he ever walked into my 
office, I just knew he had it,” says Parrish, 
62, who has taught theater and math at 
Buena Park High School for 31 years. “He 
just blew me away by how charismatic he 
was. I’ve had many talented students, but I 
just knew that he had this special gift.” 

Two decades since then, Parrish has suc¬ 
cessfully overcome a crippling case of stage 
fright that sidelined him from acting for 
years. He’s rattled off a string of monumen¬ 
tal performances recently at OC theaters 
including the Maverick and STAGES, star¬ 
ring and directing in A Death of a Salesman 
and 12 Angry Men and pulling off Tricky 
Dick in Frost/Nixon, among other notable 
roles. Baesel moved on to Fullerton College 
and Juilliard, and though he has taken a 
break from acting the past three years to 
help raise his two sons, he has worked at 
South Coast Repertory and starred in the 
2006 cult horror mockumentary, Behind 
the Mask: The Rise of Leslie Vernon. 

What brings the two together as fel¬ 
low actors is a play by a protean American 
dramatist who is in all the theater his¬ 
tory books, but who, strangely, is rarely 
produced these days. Long Day’s Journey 
Into Night, written in the early 1940s, was 
O’Neill’s last published play, released in 


1957, four years after his death, earning a 
dead guy a Pulitzer Prize. It is awash in the 
personal and familial discord that plagued 
the writer’s life, from his alcoholism and 
depression to family members’ drug addic¬ 
tions and suicide attempts. It is a long, 
four-act, dark play that takes considerable 
commitment by both the cast and the audi¬ 
ence, probably one reason why it is so sel¬ 
dom produced. 

But a teenage Parrish fell in love with a 
monologue from the play when he heard it 
performed on the Mike Douglas Show. Its 
difficulty, he thinks, is also what makes it 
so accessible, holding a cracked mirror up 
to society. 

“I hear this from people all the time: 
‘Why do you want to do [this play]?... It’s 
so boring; it’s so long,”’ he says. “But really, 
it’s not. No, it’s not an easy play to do, and 
audiences really have to look and listen, but 
it is an amazing play. I’ve been studying the 
play with my [high school students], and 
even though they’ve never heard of O’Neill, 
they absolutely love it. They all have 
fucked-up families, just like I do and prob¬ 
ably everyone else does. And O’Neill knew 
this and put it across in a play.” 

For Baesel, who plays the drunken 
eldest son to Parrish’s thundering, tragic 
patriarch, James Tyrone, performing with 
his acting mentor was incentive enough. 
But the opportunity to tackle one of the 
deeply flawed, deeply human characters in 
O’Neill’s pantheon of fuck-ups only sweet¬ 
ened the deal. 

He became truly aware of the playwright 
while watching a Kevin Spacey-starring 
production of The Iceman Cometh, written 


in the same period as Long Day’s Journey 
Into Night. “I wasn’t completely impressed 
with the production, but the play really 
struck me,” Baesel says. “It had this gran¬ 
deur to it, and at the same time, it was 
slumming social issues involving common 
people. It was written at a time when so 
much theater was meant to be uplifting 
and aggrandizing, and this play was set in a 
dive bar with a bunch of folks you’d meet in 
any bar—it made an impact.” 

That ability to imbue common, con¬ 
fused, misused, strung-out people with 
a sense of epic tragedy holds true for the 
acting family at the heart of Long Day’s 
Journey Into Night, Baesel says. 

“Everyone’s got a story; the only differ¬ 
ence is that some people have the facility 
to express it,” he says. “And what draws me 
[to O’Neill] is his ability to tell the kinds of 
stories from people who weren’t able to tell 
their own. He writes characters that are 
so relatable and with language that is so 
steeped in vernacular, yet there is so much 
emotion that, if you channel the right tone, 
it kind of flies like Greek tragedy. These 
are everyday people, but if the play isn’t 
filled with that kind of weight and emotion 
and tension and really high stakes, it can 
be depressing. So I think the only way an 
audience walks in and leaves with some¬ 
thing [tangible] is to really relate on both of 
those levels, to gain some sort of catharsis.”

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A Push 
for Pushcase 

L ast year, Staples became the first 
big-box retailer to sell 3D printers to 
the public. The cheapest model went for a 
paltry $1,700—not that steep, considering 
you can print ANYTHING, even with mov¬ 
ing parts, as long as it fits within the size 
parameters. Self-proclaimed "nerdy dude" 
Ben Yoshiharo of Costa Mesa waited a 
long time for the consumer model to be 
released, but instead of printing a sonic 
screwdriver, he took a practical route. 

"I have some prior experience in 
product design—I've made some novelty 
items for 7-Eleven, like mustaches," he 
says with a laugh. But Yoshiharo is also a 
tech guy who likes selling electronics on 
eBay. "I really wanted to print an iPhone 
case, and even though you can download 
templates, making your own is much 
more difficult." 

After a few months of messing around, 
Yoshiharo had an idea when he heard his 
toaster pop. An iPhone case that doubles 
as a wallet ain't news—but one that 
isn't bulky and disguises being a wallet 
altogether is. Yoshiharo's Push cases 
resemble the basic kind you might buy at 
the Golden West Swap Meet—but with 
the simple push (har, har, har) of a but¬ 
ton, a wallet pops out of the side. It holds 
either three credit cards or two credit 
cards and some cash. That doesn't seem 
like a lot to a lady who has a wallet heavy 
enough to knock someone out—but it's 
actually the same amount of room that 
any other wallet case has. 

Yoshiharo already made the prototypes 
on his printer, but he needs help with 
funding through his Kickstarter campaign 
(www.pushcase.com), so that he can turn 
his tech dream into a viable product. He's 
raised enough to produce basic cases, but 
more moolah means more color options 
and a Droid version. Oh, and about that 
button: It makes a nice, satisfying "click," 
and rigorous testing ensured it won't wear 
out after months of absentminded pushing.

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Tunnel Vision 

Controversial Christian rap collective Tunnel Rats turn 20

T wenty years ago, Dax Reynosa 
founded Tunnel Rats, a 
13-member Christian rap col¬ 
lective based out of Whittier. The 
group featured minimalist boom-bap 
styles; lush, jazzy compositions; and 
scratch-laden music you could break- 
dance to. The album for which they’re 
best known—2001’s Tunnel Vision— 
was a musical middle finger to anyone 
who found their battle-rap bravado 
sinful. (And there were many.) 

Tunnel Rats respected God and 
hip-hop with equal militancy. 
Though they never experienced 
much in the way of commercial suc¬ 
cess, they helped to pave the way 
for other Christian rappers, and 
they’re remembered as pioneers of 
the genre. 

Nowadays, Reynosa, 43, is a 
smooth-jazz singer who wears 
casual suits and flat caps. Speaking 
recently from a rehearsal studio in 
Santa Fe Springs, he discusses his 
early roots at Radiotron, the now¬ 
legendary MacArthur Park hip-hop- 
focused youth center featured in the 
1984 film Breakin’. Reynosa became 
a break dancer and later an MC, rap¬ 
ping in his early days not just about 
his faith but also the crack era he 
grew up in. 


Reynosa is the son of a devout 
Vietnam veteran, and his father 
inspired the group’s name. As a so- 
called tunnel rat in Vietnam, his job 
was to go underground to clear out 
holes made by Viet Cong forces—who 
often still lurked, waiting to ambush. 

As it pertains to hip-hop, 

Reynosa saw the genre as being 
in need of a spiritual cleanse. In 
1993, he performed at now-defunct 
graffiti-equipment store Hex’s 
Hip Hop Shop. After the show, he 
invited some two dozen rappers 
who also performed that night to 
come back to his Whittier home 
for an open-mic throwdown. The 
racially mixed collective included 
Latinos, blacks and whites, groups 
that didn’t always gel in Whittier 
back then, Reynosa notes. Standout 
performances that night came from 
acts including Reynosa’s cousin 
Jurny Big, his sister Zane One, the 
four-member group Future Shock, 
and Shames Worthy—all of whom 
joined the first incarnation of Tun¬ 
nel Rats. 

The group began performing in 
churches throughout Southern Cali¬ 
fornia and, before long, across the 
Northeast and Deep South. They 
were most accepted by progressive 


church leaders who saw hip-hop as 
a way to reach the youth. But their 
style—somewhere between battle 
rappers and street preachers—wasn’t 
always welcomed. Indignant church 
members accused the group of being 
sinful because their rhymes were 
glorifying their skills rather than 
God. Says Reynosa, “We would leave 
in tears.” 

Their style was widely misunder¬ 
stood. “I would rather hurt you with 
the truth than console you with the 
lie,” Reynosa says. “I know it sounds 
contradictory, but I want to battle 
you with love.” 

As a majority-Mexican act, he 
says, they also encountered preju¬ 
dice in the South. It was almost too 
much to bear. One night in Missis¬ 
sippi, an inconsolable group member 
named Redbones put a pillow to his 
face and screamed continuously. “He 
couldn’t believe that we had given 
up our lives to minister the gospel 
through rap music,” Reynosa recalls, 
’’and .. . had nothing.” 

Indeed, they were paid very 
little—if at all—for their church 
performances. “Sometimes, when 
[churches] did put us up in a hotel, 
it was a ratty hotel. There were

aggressive, secular West Coast rap and 
their own. 

Instead of apologizing, Tunnel Rats 
made this their calling card, using 
a turbulent sound on their defini¬ 
tive 2001 work, Tunnel Vision, which 
embraced everything the conservatives 
hated. “T.R.’z”—slang for Tunnel Rats— 
opens with Reynosa’s line, "I pull a 
pistol out my pocket, and I cock it,” and 
the track slags off rappers who believe 
inferior skills can cut it in the Christian 
marketplace. The song features abra¬ 
sive sound effects and full drums and 
succeeded as something of a wake-up 
call to a still relatively staid genre. 

Yes, there were spiritual references— 
Macho rapped, “I’mma be found guilty 
of spreading the Word”—but the work 
felt raw. Critics were impressed, and 
a whole generation of Christian MCs 
took note. West Covina rapper Propa¬ 
ganda even joined the group, becoming 
a member before Tunnel Rats’ 2004 
self-titled album, and is now an in- 
demand touring artist signed to Port¬ 
land-based Humble Beast Records.

roaches or spiders, or no floor, just 
concrete flooring,” Shames Worthy 
recalls. He says that when sleeping 
arrangements were being made, he, 
as the group’s youngest member, was 
sometimes relegated to the bathtub. 

Before Tunnel Rats recorded their 
first project, Reynosa teamed with 
Jurny Big to form the side-project duo 
LPG; their meaty sound was game¬ 
changing at a time when Christian 
hip-hop was largely perceived as a 
cheesy, watered-down version of sec¬ 
ular rap. LPG offered rugged break¬ 
beats and melodic riffs with strong 
production, and many consider the 
duo’s 1995 work, Earthworm, to be the 
first gospel-rooted album to feature 
real hip-hop. 

Two years later, Tunnel Rats’ debut, 
Experience, continued to fuse battle 
rap with brash Christianity. The work 
has the spontaneous energy of an 
impromptu cypher, as well as strong 


evangelical overtones. “Salvation was 
freely given,” Jurny Big says in the 
album closer, “but to receive it, it costs/ 
It costs your life.” 

Reynosa says the group received 
numerous letters from teenagers who 
were inspired by the music to leave 
gangs or to excel in school. But perhaps 
the group’s biggest effect was on the 
Christian rap movement itself, which 
began to gain speed in the ensuing 
years. Philadelphia MC Japhia Life 
received comparisons to Nas on his 
2000 debut, for example—a sign that 
Christian rap was being taken seriously. 

But in the early 2000s, Tunnel 
Rats found themselves in a beef with 
Philadelphia-based Cross Move¬ 
ment, who adhered to stricter biblical 
teachings and refused to work with 
secular artists. (This was in contrast 
to Tunnel Rats, who collaborated with 
mainstream rappers including, at one 
point, KRS-One.) A Cross Movement 
member named the Tonic dissed Tun¬ 
nel Rats in a 2001 interview with a 
Christian music site, faulting them for 
placing musical credibility ahead of 
gospel sharing. Fans of the Philly-based 
act, meanwhile, accused Tunnel Rats 
of offering little distinction between 


“Jurny and them used to tell me that 
all the time, ‘We got paid one bottle 
of juice so you won’t have to,”’ Propa¬ 
ganda says. 

Tunnel Rats are on hiatus, but Chris¬ 
tian rap surges forward. The genre’s 
biggest star is Lecrae, a Dallas MC who 
gets love in both the religious and secu¬ 
lar industries—he has had No. 1 gospel 
albums and was even on the 2013 Rock 
the Bells tour. Lecrae also followed 
in Rats’ footsteps on a 2011 mixtape, 
which features secular artists such as 
Don Cannon and 9th Wonder. 

Twenty years after Tunnel Rats faced 
criticism even at the churches where they 
played, Christian rap artists now regu¬ 
larly crack the Top 20 iTunes rankings. 

Reynosa made a promise to his col¬ 
leagues in the group back in the day: 
“We’re not going to make anything, but 
someday, three generations from now, 
they will.” 

It’s fair to say that, more or less, his 
words have come true. 

“It was tough at the beginning, but 
the foundation’s been laid, and it was 
laid properly,” he says now. “On truth, 
integrity and not only a love for Christ 
but a love for the art.”

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Amped On 
the Almighty 

For Jonny Lang, faith and music collide

A t 19, Jonny Lang encountered what 
he calls the “craziest experience 
I’ve ever had.” It was 1999, and the 
father of the Los Angeles-based musician’s 
then-girlfriend/now wife, Haylie, was on 
his deathbed. Lang was sitting with Hay- 
lie in her back yard, and the word Jesus 
inexplicably came out of his mouth, and 
he began shaking in his chair. Hours later, 
Haylie’s father, Cliff, died. On that day, 

Lang felt a moment of strange calmness, 
the work of a presence he later believed 
to be the spirit of God. As the born-again 
Christian clarifies now, when the incident 
occurred, he had no intention of acknowl¬ 
edging that God existed—much less accept¬ 
ing His influence. “[God] just literally 
introduced himself to me. It’s cool; I’m glad 
He did it that way,” he says. “I’m a person 
who is very skeptical, and I needed some¬ 
thing like that to make me understand it.” 

To a similar degree, Lang’s initial expe¬ 
rience with the blues would be life-chang¬ 
ing. When the North Dakota-bred musi¬ 
cian was 12 years old, his father took him 
to see some friends play in a group called 
the Bad Medicine Blues Band. Lang was 
particularly struck by the guitar tone he 
heard and the energy of their performance. 

“I had never really heard live music 
before, and I definitely never heard guitar 
as a featured instrument with that style of 
music before,” says Lang, who had been 
raised on classic soul and R&B artists such 
as Stevie Wonder, Gladys Knight, Aretha 
Franklin, the Temptations and Smokey 
Robinson. “I was like, T have got to learn 
how to do that, at least a little bit.’” 

He did—to remarkable results. 

Lang became a blues-guitar prodigy, 
speeding toward fame based in large part 
on his age. He released his solo debut, 

Lie to Me, in 1997 and would soon enlist 
Bad Medicine to back him in Kid Jonny 
Lang & the Big Bang. The teenager 
played gigs with B.B. King, Sting, the 
Rolling Stones and Aerosmith; appeared 
in Blues Brothers 2000; and even per¬ 
formed for President Bill Clinton. 


Just as all those cliches about child 
celebrities and substance abuse attest, 
Lang downed his share of alcohol and 
party drugs, living and loving his party¬ 
centric lifestyle until Christianity sud¬ 
denly came along. He has since completely 
scrubbed that side of him away, at least 
publicly. His conversation with OC Weekly 
aside, Lang—who identifies with no 
denomination—has spoken openly and in 
detail about faith-related issues. 

In a 2006 Beliefnet interview, he said 
that he was “really thankful that now I’m 
able to have communion with [God’s] 
spirit in playing music,” and he named his 
gospel-shaded 2006 record Turn Around 
in tribute to the faith that has changed 
his life. Lyrically, 2013’s Fight for My Soul 
deals less with any explicit concepts of 
faith and more with issues of personal 
struggle and heartache. On the music 
front, the bluesiness of his vocal style still 
rides proudly, but the instrumentation falls 
toward polished, confidently delivered 
folk-rock and pop rock. 

Even with all this talk of faith, Lang 
doesn’t consider himself an explicitly 
Christian rock or Christian blues artist, 
though he acknowledges that that status 
could shift with time. “Most folks know 
what I believe, and they can hear it in 
the music. Even if they don’t believe the 
same thing, it’s my hope that, in a way 
that’s not confrontational, they could 
still encounter God in my music and 
maybe experience the wonderful things 
I’ve experienced with God. I think God 
[wants them to experience those things], 
too. He wants it to be on terms that don’t 
make them run for the hills,” he says 
with a laugh, “’cause I remember being 
that person, too.”

T-Shirt Tycoons 

M erchwide is not the rock version of a 
T-shirt outlet. It's a one-stop juggernaut 
in the making that hired a group of music- 
lovers to build brands for national and local 
acts. It has created merchandise for some of 
the biggest names in the industry. 

The Orange company takes pride in 
the fact it does more than sell T-shirts. It 
has the resources to design, create and 
ship a variety of merch in-house, but it's 
the hands-on approach to reaching the 
fans that sparks excitement in president 
Jon Brucher and merchandising manager 
Casey Sullivan. Brucher's experience in the 
clothing industry coupled with his history 
of playing drums in local bands gives him 
valuable insight into the world of music 
merchandising. Bringing on Sullivan—lead 
singer for local prog-reggae/rock band 
Seedless—gives the company further 
insider credibility. Brucher says Merch- 
wide's purpose from the beginning was to 
help bands improve their overall visibility, 
and given the backgrounds of the staff, the 
company has an edge. 

"We work with people that are alike. 
Merchwide has a great culture," Brucher 
says. "Coming to work and seeing results 
for our clients and for the fans, that's why 
we connect so well. We even get on the 
drums and jam once in a while. We have 
enough employees who are musicians to 
start our own band." 

After selling his clothing company, 
Brucher started Merchwide in 2006; he set 
out to make his mark by resisting traditional 
business models upheld in the music com¬ 
munity. Orchestrating an approach that 
served a wider range of needs felt like the 
only suitable option for the 32-year-old 
entrepreneur. Everything from merchandis¬ 
ing, website construction and touring fulfill¬ 
ment were addressed, and ecommerce 
and social-media needs were greeted with 
determination. Recently, his client list has 


grown to include Snoop Dogg, 311 and 
John Fogerty. 

The grassroots approach that Merch¬ 
wide takes extends beyond its clients to 
the employees. Sullivan became close with 
Brucher after hanging out at a Guttermouth 
concert behind the previous Merchwide 
building in Santa Ana, and it wasn't long 
before Sullivan became an official part of 
the Merchwide family. 

Sullivan admits that working for the 
company is a dually beneficial situation. 
While his position in Seedless provides 
perspective, his band's fan base experi¬ 
enced growth as a result of his work with 
the company, where he was able to wit¬ 
ness firsthand the newest market trends 
and see what peaked interest from a mer¬ 
chandising and marketing standpoint. 

The Orange County natives say they're 
not afraid to roll up their sleeves to help 
out bands on their client roster. Sullivan 
manned merch tables at shows for Kotton- 
mouth Kings and Matt Costa. "It's all about 
relationships," Brucher says. 

The company churns out merch daily, 
personalizing and distributing surfboards, 
skateboard prints, digital Bluetooth play¬ 
ers, and bobbleheads, as well as clothing. 
And while the company tackles more 
than the music world—breweries, sports 
figures and instrument brands are also 
riding the Merchwide wave—Brucher's 
sense of pride is roused while he's dis¬ 
cussing Pennywise's 25th anniversary. 

He talks about creating a commemorative 
line with focused intensity and lights up 
when the conversation turns to loyal fans 
who look forward to owning something to 
mark the occasion. 

"Sure, Merchwide is about merchandise 
management, but anybody can do that," 
Brucher says. "It's our real-world market¬ 
ing that makes us different. To be solid at 
marketing, you have to have a relationship, 
common goal and understanding with your 
clients. That's what keeps you in business 
for 20-plus years."

Tony the Tigress 

You don’t need to go anywhere else besides Tony’s 
Place—because the bartender says so 


A few of you gentle readers and 
watering-hole owners have 
questioned our use of the term 
“dive bar” to describe some of the places 
I review in this fine column. “Well, it’s 
actually more of a sports bar” or “That’s 
not a dive; it’s a titty bar” are the most 
common objections, and I confess to the 
crime of mislabeling. But it’s my col¬ 
umn, and I go where the booze beckons 
me. And to satiate you whiners, try this: 
Tony’s Place in Costa Mesa. I defy anyone 
to challenge me on whether it’s a dive— 
I’ll splinter your argument like an Ander¬ 
son Silva shin, I will. 

It’s located in the back of a Newport 
Boulevard strip mall, a stone’s throw from 
the beautiful-people haunts at Triangle 
Square and across the freeway from 
the Fairgrounds. Walk in, and it’s dark 
as hell (less fuss needed on decor that 
way, right?), with the drinks poured by a 
gal and the crowd divided: lone men sit 
at the U-bend bar, and younger groups 
congregate on the opposite end of the 
bar around the pool table, e-darts or the 
Golden Tee golf game. An Internet juke¬ 
box controls the tunes, and even though 
they’re now commonplace at drinking 
establishments, it seems too current for 
this dark, brown beaut. Have there been 
knifings here? Yep: There was a grab-’n’- 
stab back in 2011. But as long as you don’t 
confront 55-year-old men who inappro¬ 
priately grab your girlfriend (trust us on 
that), you’ll be fine. 

I visited on a recent Saturday night. 
Penny the bartender greeted us, and I 
asked for one of the bottled beers. The 
bar selection (and stiff pours) says it all: 
No beers on tap, with the closest thing to 
a craft brew or cocktail available down 
the street at Yard House. The dank bar 
doesn’t take plastic, not even with a $10 
minimum as with most other dives—cash 
only, thank you. 

An older gentleman sat near me, alone. 

I asked how he was doing tonight. “How 
are you?” he grumbled back. 


“Not too good, man,” I replied. 

“Right there with you,” he agreed. 

“What are you drinking?” I inquired. 

It was a vodka soda. “How’s that treating 
ya?” I asked. 

“Well, it’s doing what I want it to do,” 
he said, tilting the glass. “That’s all you 
can ask for!” 

Come to find out Richard is in Costa 
Mesa on business—bank business—and 
staying at a nearby motel. He comes to 
Tony’s when he’s in town because it’s 
within walking distance. I asked if he 
goes to any other nearby bars, naming 
off a couple in 
the area. Then 
Penny leaned 
in. “He doesn’t 
need to go to any 
other bars. He’s 
fine right here.” 
Yes, ma’am! 

Let’s change 
topics: He told 
us he was married once for 20 years—20 
years ago, but never again. Now, he trav¬ 
els all over for work, but he calls upstate 
New York home. The holidays were 
kind of a bleak time for him, and while 
I was bumming for other reasons, I was 
surprised how talking with Richard, 
exchanging sad-sack jokes and anecdotes, 
accompanied with sips of dive-bar swill, 
really seemed to lift both our spirits. 

Putting aside the disregard for decor, 
the boxed wine in the fridge and what 
the locals joke about as a “two-teeth 
minimum,” what makes Tony’s a dive is 
the ability to unite two completely differ¬ 
ent people who probably wouldn’t have 
struck up a conversation in any other cir¬ 
cumstance and let them both leave with 
a smile on their face and a buzz in their 
brain for less than $20. And that, gentle 
readers, is what this column’s all about.
